• broat. or bird. • r insect which has nut 
been called to illustrate some divine 
truth the ox's patience, the ant's in¬ 
dustry. the spider’s skill, the hind's 
suiefootedncsa, the eagle's speed, 
the dove's gentleness and even 
the sparrow's meanness and Insig¬ 
nificance- I Q the oriental countries 
none but the poorest people buy the 
sparrow and eat it so very little meat 
hi there on the hones, and so poor is it 
wbat there is of it. The comfortable 
population would not think of touch¬ 
ing it any morn than they would think 
of eating a bat or a lamprey. Now. 
says Jesus, if God takes such good care 
of a poor bird that i> not Wurth tt cent, 
will He not care fur you. an immortal? 

We associate Gcal with revolution •. 
We can see a divine purpose in the dis¬ 
covery of America, in the invention of 
the art of printing, In the < xposurc • »f 
the gunpowder plot, in the contrivance 
of the needle gun, in the ruin of an 
Austrian or Napoleonic de potiMii; hut 
it ia bard to sec (Sod in the minute 
personal affairs of our lives. We think 
of God as making a record of the starry 
host, hut can not realize the liihle 
truth that lie knows how many hairs are 
on our bend. It seems a grnml thing lor 
(Sod to provide food for hundreds of 
thousands of Israelites in the desert; 
but we can not appreciate the truth 
that, when tin- sparrow is hungry, God 
stoops down ami opens its mouth ami 
puts the seed in. We are struck with 
the Idea that God tills the universe 
with llis presence, hut can not under¬ 
stand how He emtnups in the errata! 
palace of a dew<In>p. or finds room to 
stand between the alabaster pillars of 
the pond Illy. We can not see Uod in 
the clouds, fan we see God in the 
flowers at our feet? 

We are apt to place God upon vmta 
great stage or to try to do it — expect¬ 
ing Hint there to aet out llis stupen¬ 
dous projects, hut we forget that the 
life of a Cromwell, an Alexander, or a 
Washington, or an archangel, is not 
more under Divine lns|ieeiiou than 
your life or mine, i'ompcy thought 
there must la- a mist over the eyes of 
God Im cause lie so much favored 
C*snr. Hut there Is no nueli mist, He 
sees everything. We say God's path is 
inthegreat waters Trueenough.hut no 
more certainty than lie is in the water 
in the glass on the table. We say God 
guides the stars in their courses. Mag¬ 
nificent truth! but no more certain 
truth than that lie decides which road 
or street you shall take in coming to 
ehunfh. Under-tniul that Owl does not 
•it upon an indifferent or unsym¬ 
pathetic throne, but that. He sits down 
beside you to-day, and stands la-side 
me to-day, ami no affair of our lives 
Is so insignificant but that it is of im¬ 
portance to God. 

In the first place God chooses our 
occupation for us. 1 am amazed to see 
how many people there are dissatisfied 
with the work they have to do I 

think ..fourths wish they were in 

some other occupation, and tlu-y spend 
a great deal of time in regretting that 
they got in the « rong trade or profes¬ 
sion. I want to tell you that 
Gnd put into operation all the intin- 
•no** which led to that particular 
choice. Many of you are not in the 
business that Von expected to Is- in 
You started for the ministry and 
learned merchandise; you started for 
the law nnd you are a physician; you 
preferred agriculture am! you became 
a mechanic. You thought one way; 
God thought another Hut you ought 
not to sit down anil mourn over the 
P*st You are to re member that God 
arranged all these circumstances by 
which you were made what yon are. 

Hugh Miller says: "I will lie a stone* 
mason;" God mivs, "You will Imj geolog¬ 
ist." David goes out to attend his 
father's sheep; God calls him t > govern 

* nation Saul goes out to hunt his 
father's nsses, and In-fore lie gets back 
finds the crown of regal dominion. 
How- much happier would wo he if we 
w#rc content with the places God gave 
us! God saw your temperament nnd 
ail the circumstances by which 
yon were surrounded, and I be- 
Here nine-lentb* of you arc in the 
work you are best fitted for. I hear a 
great racket in my watch, nnd I find 
that the hands and the wheels and the 
springs arc getting out of their places. 
1 send it down to the jewelers nnd say. 
"Overhaul that watch, and teach the 
wheels, and the springs, and the hands 
to mind their own business." '"ti 
know a man having a large estate, lie 
gathers his working hands in the morn- 
icg, and says to one: “You go and 
trim that vine;" to another: “You go 
and weed those flowers;" to another: 
"You plow the tough glebe;" and each 
one goes to his particular work. The 
owner of the estate points the uian to 
what he knows he cat. do best, and so 
it is wiia the I.ord. 

I remark further that God has ar¬ 
ranged the place of our dwelling, 
what partidCiar city or Uwn, street or 


house yon shall live In seema to be a 
mere matter of accident. You go out 
U» hunt for a house, and you happen to 
pass up a certain street, and happen to 
see a sign, and you select that 
huiixe. tVas it all happening so? Oh, 
no Goi. guided yon in every step. H® 
foresaw the future, lie knew all vour 
circumstance, ami he selected just that 
one house as better for yon than any of 
the ten thousand habitat inns iu the 
city. Our house, however humble the 
roof and however lowly the portals, is 
as near God's heart as an Alhambra or 
a Kremlin. Drove it. you say. Pro- 
ver-lvs ill.. "He hlcsscth the habitation 
of the Just" 

1 remark, further, that God arranges 
n'. friendship* You were driven to 
the wail. You found a man just at 
that crisis who sympathized with 
v '"i #nd helped you. Yon says 
How lucky I was!" There was no 
luck about it. God sent that friend 
just as certainly as lie sent the angels 
to strengthen i hrlxt. Your domestic 
fr *en :s. your business friend*, your 
( hristian friends. God sent them to 
bless you. and if any of them have 
proved traitorous it is only tohringout 
the value of those who remain. If 
some die it is only that they mav stand 
at the out jsi*is of Heaven to greet you 
at your coming. 

Von always will have friends, warm¬ 
hearted friends, magnanimous friends; 
null when sieklless comes to your dwell¬ 
ing there will In* watchers; when 
trouble come* to your heart there will 
Is* sympathizers; when death cornea 
there will lie gentle fingers to close 
the eyes and fold the hands, and gen¬ 
tle lips to tell of.i resurrection, oh. 
w-i- are compassed by a body guard of 
friends! 

Every man. if lie lias behaved him¬ 
self w ell ia surrounded by three circles 
of friend* those of the outer circle 
wishing him well; those in the next 
circle willing to help him: while close 
up to ids heart urc u few who would die 
for him. God pity the wretch who ha* 
not any friends' 

I remark again, that God puts down 
'he limit to our temporal prosperity. 
Tiie world of finance *ceins to have no 
God in it. You can not tell where a 
man will land. The affluent fall; the 
jxsir rise I he ingenious full; the 
ignorant succeed. An enterprise open¬ 
ing grandly shuts in bankrnptcy.widle 
out of the peat dug up from some New 
England marsh tin- millionaire build* 
his fortune. The poor man thinks it i* 
chance that keeps him down; the rich 
man thinks it is chance which hoists 
him; and they are both wrong. It is 
so hard to realize that God rules the 
money market, and has a hook In the 
nose of the stock gambler, and that ail 
the commercial revolutions >f the 
world sha.l result iu the very test for 
God’* dear children. 

My brethren, do not kick against the 
Divine allotments. God knows Just 
how much money if is l"-*t for you to 
lose. You never gain unless it is !«>*t 
for you to gain. You go up when it i* 
best for you to go up, and go dow n 
when it is best for you to go down. 
Prove it, von say. I will. Horn. viii. 
•>. "All tiling* work together for 
g,M'<i to them that love God." You 
g.t into a factory and you see 'JO or 
in wheels, and they are go¬ 
ing in different direction*. This 
hand i* rolling off this way, and an¬ 
other hand another way; one down and 
another up. You »>y, "What confu¬ 
sion in a factory!" Oh. no! all these 
different hands are only different parts 
of the machinery. So I go into your 
life and see strange things. Here is 
one providence pulling you one way 
and another in another way. Hilt 
these are different parts of one ma¬ 
chinery by w hich He will advance your 
everlasting and present well being. 

Now you know that a second mort¬ 
gage. and a third und a fourth mort¬ 
gage. are often worth nothing. It is 
the tir-t mortgage that is a gin id in¬ 
vestment. I have to tell you that every 
t hristian man iia-s a first mortgage on 
every trial, and <>n every disaster, and 
it must make a payment of eternal ad¬ 
vantage to hi* soul. How many wor- 
riment* it won Uptake out of your heart 
if yon believed that fully. You buy 
good* ami hope the price will go up. 
hut von are in a fret und frown for fear 
the priee will go down. You donut 
buy the good* using your Is-st discre¬ 
tion in the matter, and then say. "O. 
I.ord. 1 have done the l*e«t I 
could; I commit this whole transaction 
Into v« nr hands!" That i> what reli¬ 
gion' i' good for ur il >' ff"°d f,,r 
nothing There are two things, sit.vs 
an old proverb, you ought nut to fret 
aiMiut: First, things that you can help; 

se. olid, things which you can. help. 

If you ran help them, why do you not 
apply the remedy? If you ran not help 
them, you might as well surrender first 
a* la*t* My dear brethren, do not sit 
any longer moping about your ledger, 
do not sit looking *« desponding upon 
vour Mock of unsalable good*. Do you 
think that God i* going to allow you. 
a » hristian man. to do business alone? 
God is the controlling partner in every 
firm; and. although your debtors may 
abscond, although your securities may 
fall although your atom may burn. 
God will, out of an infinity of results, 
choose for you the very best results. 

Do not have any idea you can over¬ 
step the limit that God has laid down 
for vour prosperity. You will never 
get on* inch beyond it- God has da 
tided .ow much prosperity you can 
stand honorably, and employ usefully, 
and control righteously: ami at the 
end of the year you will have Just so 
many dollar* and cents, just so much 
wardrobe, just somuoh furniture, just 


•o many bonds and mortgages, and 
nothing more. I will give you one 
hundred dollars for every penny you 
get beyond that. God has looked 
over your life. He knows what is 
l>c*t for you, nnd He Is going to bless 
you in time, and blc s you for eternity; 
and He will do It in the best way. Your 
little child says. '1‘apa. I wish yen 
would let me have that knife." “No," 
you say. "it U a sharp knife and you 
will cut yourself." He says. "I must 
have it." “Hut yon run not hnvc it." 
you reply, lie get* angry nnd red in 
the face, nnd says he will have 
it; but you say he shall not 
have it. A re you kind in keeping it 
from him? Si God treat* His chil¬ 
dren. 1 say. "I wish Heavenly Father 
to get that." God sip. “No, my 
child," I say. "1 must have it." Goi 
says. "You can not have it." I get 
angry and say, "I will have it.” God 
says. "You shall not have it." nnd I do 
not get it. I* lie not kind and loving 
and the l«c*t af Fathers? Do you tell 
me there i» no rule nnd regulation in 
these things? Tell that to the men 
who believe in no God and no Hi blc. 
T«ll it not to me! 

A man of large business conclude* to 
go out of his store, leaving much of his 
investments in the business, and he 
says to his sons: "Now. I am going to 
leave tliis business in your hands. Per¬ 
haps I may cot no back in a little while, 
nnd perhaps not. While I urn gone 
von will please to look after affairs." 
After awhile the father comes hack 
und find* everything at loose end*, and 
the whole business seems to Is* 
going w rong. He says: "I am going to 
lake possession of this business. You 
know I never fully surrendered it. and 
henceforth consider yourselves subor¬ 
dinates." Is lie not right iu doing it? 
He saves the buxines*. The Lord seem* 
to let us go on in life, guided by our 
own skill, and we make miserable work 
of it. G«>d comes down to our shop or 
store and says: “Thing* are going 
w rong. I come to take charge. 1 am 
master, nnd I know what is Is-st, and 1 
proclaim my authority." We are mere¬ 
ly subordinate*, it is like a boy at 
schoot with u long sum that he can not 
do. lie ha* been working at it for 
hours, making figures here and rub¬ 
bing out figures there, ami it i* all 
mixed up. and the teacher, looking 
over the boy's shoulder, knows that he 
ean not get out of it. uud. cleaning the 
slate, say*: "ltegin again." Just a* 
God does to us. Our affairs get into nn 
inextricable entanglement, nud lie 
rub* everything out ami says. “lie- 
gln again." is lie not wise ami loving 
in so doing? 

I think the trouble is Hint there is so 
large a difference between the Divine 
and the human estimate as to what is 
enough. I have heard of |H-ople striv¬ 
ing for that w hich is enough, but I 
never heard of any one who had 
enough What God calls enough for 
man. man call* too little. Whatman 
•-alls enough G<id -.ays is too much. The 
difference ltetwcrn a poor man and a 
rich man is only the difference in banks. 
Tim rich man puts his money in the 
Washington hupk or the Central hauls 
or the Metropolitan hank, or some 
•ither hank of that character, while the 
poor man come* up and makes invest¬ 
ments in the bunk of him who runs ull 
the quarries, ail the mines, all the 
gold. Hi tin- earth, all Heaven. Do you 
think a man can fail when he is hacked 
up like that? 

Yon may have seen a map on which 
is described in red ink, the travel* of 
the children of Israel through the des¬ 
ert to the Promised l.umh You see 
how they took this anil that direction, 
crossed the river anti went through the 
la-a. Do you know God lias made a map 
of your life, with path* leading up to 
tlii* bitterness and that sueecsx. 
through this river ami neross that seu? 
Hilt blessed In- God. the patli always 
conies out at the Promised (.and. 
Mark that! Murk that! 

i remark, again, that nil those things 
that seem to In- hut accident* In our 
life are under the Divine supervision. 
We sometime* *eein to he going helm- 
lc** nnd anchorless. You say: "If I 
had some other trade; If I hud not gone 
there this summer; if 1 had lived in 
some other house." You have no right 
to sav that- Every tear you wept, ev¬ 
ery step von have taken, every burden 
you have carried, is under Divine 
inspection, and that event which Mart- 
led your w hoi® household w ith horror 
God im-t with perfect placidity, be- 
cause He knew- it was for your good, it 
was part of h great plan projected long 
ago. In eternity when you conic toreek- 
on up yonr mercies, you will point to 
that affliction as one of your greatest 
blessings. 

God has a strange way with us. 
Joseph found Ids way to the Prime 
Minister's chair by licing pushed into u 
pit. and to many a Christian down is 
up. The wheat must !»• flailed; the 
quarry must In* blasted: the diamond 
must be ground: the ( hristian must !>® 
afflicted; ami that single event, which 
you supposed stood entirely alone, wn* 
a connecting link la-tween two great 
chains, one chain reaching through all 
eternity past and the other chain 
reaching through all eternity future — 
so small nn event fastening two eterni¬ 
ties together. 

A missionary, coming from India to 
the United Mates, stopped at St. Helena 
while the vessel was taking water. He 
had his little child with him. They 
walked along by un embankment, and 
a rock at that moment became loos¬ 
ened, and fulling Instantly killed the 
child. Wan It an accident? Was It a 
surprise to God? Had he allowed his 
servant, after a life of consecration, to 


eomc to such a trial? Not such ia my 
God. There are no accidents in tha 
Divine mind, though they may seem so 
to us. God la good, and by every 
single incident of our life, whether It 
be udveme or otherwise, before eartb 
and Heaven, God will denionntrate His 
mercy. 

I hear a man say. “That Idea be¬ 
littles God. You l>ring Hint down to 
such little things.” Oh, 1 have a more 
thorough appreciation of God in little 
things than 1 have in great things! 
The mother docs not wait until the 
child has crushed it* foot or broken its 
arm before she administer* sympathy. 
The child comes in with the least 
bruise ami Gie mother kisses it. God 
doc* not wail for some tremendous 
eri*i* in our life, but comes down to ue 
in our most insignificant trial*, and 
throws over ns the arms of his mercy. 

Going up the White Mountains some 
years ago. I thought of that passage in 
the llible that speaks of God u* weigh¬ 
ing mountains in n balance. As I 
looked at those great mountain* I 
thought can it 1*- possible that God cun 
put these great mountain* in scales? 
It wu* an idea loo great for me to 
grasp; but when I saw a bluebell down 
bv the mule's foot, on my way up Ml. 
Washington, then 1 under*t«*»d the 
kindness ami goodness of God. It i* 
not so much of God iu great tilings I 
can understand, ■ but of Gtsi in little 
thing*. 

There »* u man who says: “That doc¬ 
trine can not !*• true. I *r cause thing*.to 
go mi very wrong." 1 reply, it ix no in- 
consistency on the part of God, hot a 
lack of understanding on our part I 
hear that men urc making very fins 
shawls in some factory- I go on the 
first floor und see only the raw mate¬ 
rial*. und I ask: "Ard these tno 
shawl* I have heard about?" "No." 
says tin- manufacturer, “go up u, 
the next floor;" and I go up, and there 
1 iM-gin to M-e tin- design. Hut the man 
*avs. “Do not *t..p here; go up to tha 
top floor of the factory, and you w-ill 
see the Idea fully carried oul.” I 
do so. and. having eomc to the top, 
ace the complete pattern of an exqui¬ 
site shawl. So iu our life, standing 
ilomi on a low level of Christian ex- 
|H-rieitee we do not understand God'a 
dealing*. He tells us to go up higher 
ami higher, until we tx-gln to under¬ 
stand the Dit me meaning with respect 
to us. and we advance until we stand 
at the very gate of Heaven, and there 
see God'* idea ull wrought nut— a per¬ 
fect Idea of mercy, of love, of k indues % 
And we *ay, -'.lust ami true ure ull the 
way*." It i* nil right nt the lop. lie- 
member there i* no Inconsistency on 
the part of God. but it is only our men¬ 
tal and spiritual incapacity. 

.So, tuy dear friends, this day take 
home tins subject- lie content with 
such tiling* ns you have. From every 
gras* biotic under your feet leant t ho 
lesson of divine care, ami never let the 
smallest bird llit across yuur path w ith¬ 
out thinking of the truth, that two 
sparrows are sold for a farthing, and 
one of them shall not fall on the 
ground without your Father. Hlessed 
be Ilia glorious name forever. Aiucu.

TRAINING OF BIRD DOGS. 

Are Taecht Many <»««* Qualities »f 
Watrhlai the OI«*r Canine*. 

A note! theory of bird dog training 
Is advanced by an experlene«*l hunter 

and trainer, George Kennedy. He ouynt 
"We all know how few ami far between 
the good dogs are, whether good, ba-1 
or indifferent trainers have had them in 
hand. Not oar out of a hundred is so 
well trained that h" ha* sense of his 
own. it nmy l>e |io*sihle that we may 
lie training our hunting dog* wrong. 
Those dog* that I trained perfectly had 
no sense of their own. ami those that l 
I alf-trnincd had more sense, were lietter 
bird finder*, but each of them had some 
'■-inline klu»»yncrnny that brought him 
down below the level of the desirable 
dog." 

Thf truth of the nintfer, he thinks. •* 
that training deadens the dog'* mind. 
It )>eroute* automatic.and when a novel 
dilemma arise* it hn* no re-i*oiting fac¬ 
ulties with which to meet the emer¬ 
gency, 

“I silt half Inclined," Mr. Kennedy 
says, “to believe that the way to traiu 
a dog in to let hint learn front his au* 
|wrior* that i*. front the best dog* pos¬ 
sible. That i* a slower process, but it 
exclude* tiny sort nt human interfer* 
• nee. So far a* my experience nnd ob¬ 
servation have gone. It takes at least 
two years 'for an old dog to train or 
teach a young one. He learn* in this 
manner to |miiit, lawk, retrieve and 
range, and no other dog ran range like 
tin- self-taught or dog-taught ranger, 
lie goes like the wind and hunts for 
bird* every minute, with a single eye 
In find them. To ii-ite a man teueh a 
dog I* like having a phonograph tench n 
chilli. The Ih-si dog* for limiting pur¬ 
ls ■-*■-•■ are thou- which are thinkers."
